WOMEN WORKERS 
IN GREAT BRITMN 

Over 700 WeMcn's laatitutcs in 
ERgiaiid 

Through almost Innumerable diffi- 
culties the Woman s Land Army in 
Great Britain has answered every de- 
mand made upon it— and that is say- 
tag far more than the average on- 
looker begins to realize. First it 
was necessary to convince women of 
the absolute necessity of providinj; 
more food on the spot than had ever 
been provided before. Then came 
the alawet lasurmountable difficulty 
of arouaing enthusiasm enough in the 
undertaking to cause women to break 
away from century-old traditions. 
Women had to be fairly "carried off 
thoir feet" with seal and enthusiasm. 
It ts said that the very strongest re- 
cruiting force was in the ranks o.' the 
pioneer Land Women themselves. 
Wherever they appeared, tanned and 
bronsed, developed, hardened and flt- 
aa-a-flddle, pictures of health and vig- 
our aad contentment they won hosts 
of followers. 

After all these preliminary' steps 
had been safely passed there were 
trials on the land Itself. Question 
of wues, shelter, food, clothing had 
to be met aSd settled satisfactorily 
and not one wss as troublesome as 
the purely feminine one of the rela- 
tion between the farmer's wife and 
the farmer's farmerettes. At last, 
after measuring swords dexterously, 
each party concluded that the other 
was "a good sort" and each set out 
to help the other to the limit of 
her ability. But one great hin- 
drance still existed. Recreation was 
absolutely necessary and was wholly 
lacking. This has always wrecked 
any back-to-tbe-land proposition and 
always will. It promised dire things 
for the Women's Land Army in spite 
Of their patriotism and their enthusi- 
asm about farming. It was right 
here that the Women's Institutes were 
helpful. The Institute Idea was 
grafted on to the Woman's Land 
Anay aad from that time there was 
no laek of recreaUon and amuse- 
ment. 

In October, 1017, there were 137 
Women's InaUtutes In England. In 
1911 there were 700 In existeiwe and

Had the armistice not been signed/ 
Lieutenant-Colonel Bedford H. Mu- 
lock. D.8.O., Sci. '09, would, by this 
time have been enjoying further fame 
as the leader of the British squadron 
which was to bomb Berlin. This fact 
is made plain by n report of General 
Trenchard, dealing with Royal Air 
Force operations, in wh<ch the follow 
ing appears: "The 37tb group was 
established in England under the com 
mand of Commander Mulock; for the 
purpose of bombing Berlin and other 
centres. This group only received 
machines capable of carrying out this 
work at the end of October, and 
though all ranks worked night and 
day to get the machines ready for at- 
tacking Berlin, they only completed 
the work three days before the sign- 
ing of the armistice." 

Commander Mulock received the 
D.S.O. in 1916, the Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor in 1918, and was 
twice mentioned in despatches. He 
married a Birmingham lady last 
month.

formation to be transmitted without 
delay. He set a yeiy fine example 
of courage and determined pcrsevor- 
ance."

"During the advance this 'officer con- 
stantly submitted Information secured 
under the most , t.>7'QS; circumstances. 
He made a personal reconnaissance 
over the whole. divipiona! front, Hcnd- 
ing in the first ^ccuratc information 
of the location of tiio front lino. This 
reconnaissance was inadc under heavy 
shell and machine-gun fire."

Reaching a border town between 
Germany and Holland In t'no early 
days of. the war in /August, 1914, Al- 
lan Grant i^ochhcad.- Arts '11, who has 
Just got back from four years' captiv- 
ity aa a civilian prisoner; failed to 
get tlirough the last lap of liis jour- 
ney, was turned back, and as a rosiill, 
spent most of 'bis time in Iluhlcbon 
internment camp'. It was on Novem- 
ber 9tli of this year that, the first 
intimation came to the interned Brit- 
ishers that liberty was drawing -near, 
The news of the' armistice under ne- 
gotiation had reached the camp and 
simultaneously the rtjvolutionary 
movement >vhich.had started among 
German home troops and civilians 
manifested itself in Ruhleben camp; 
à soldiers' council was set up; the of- 
ficers were giv» to understand that 
they might as well quit and when they 
did so, the soldier guards ^adopted a 
more conciliatory attitude' towards 
th© prisoners, and began to :accord 
them some measure of latitude and 
liberty. Leave was given to prison 
ers, and Mr. Lochhead, with others, 
made a trip to Berlin. In the capl 
tal he found that the insurrectionajT 
movement was general, and the clti 
zens were so pleased io have, peace 
again that they seoriied to ignore such 
happenings as the surrender of their 
fleet, and the prospect of losing Al- 
saoo-Lorralne and other territory. 
Student. In Leipzig. 
Mr. Lochhcad is the son of Pro- 
fessor W. I,iochhead, of Macdonald 
College, Ste. Ann.e de Bellevue, ' and^ 
when war broke out he . was. at Leip- 
zig studying bacteriology. , , In . the 
first week of August, 1914, ho manag- 
ed to get to Hanover, where, although 
he was arrested and detained, he en- 
Joyed a certain amount of liberty, and 
made for the Dutch border; but being 
brought back to HanoVer, was subse- 
quently sent on to Ruhleben camp. 
His cxperienees of ' that notorious 
camp were not • as bad as those of 
many others. Judging by what has 
been reported on it. , Generally 
speaking, he said, the first year or a» 
was a trying time, but after the visit 
of the American Ambassador, things 
improved - somewhat, and the. pystem^ 
under whicb the camps/ were given an 
autonomous government within certain 
limits, worked out very well, fqr this 
resulted in various recreative facilrj,
